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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claim 6 : 

• Line 1 3, changed "a" before "two-dimensional" to -the--. 
Claim 7 :

NOTE: The above amendment to claims 6 and 7 only corrects a minor informality so as 
to indicate that the two-dimensional image sensor is being the same image sensor that 
has been recited earlier at line 5 within the respective claims. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record teaches the misalignment detector as recited in claims 6-7 and 16-17, 
that uses an adder unit that adds up image data of a two-dimensional image sensor in 
any one of the main scanning direction and the secondary scanning direction, the two- 
dimensional image sensor being configured to read a position detection pattern formed 
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on the image carrier, as well as the peak-position detector that detects a peak position 
in one-dimensional data that is output by the adding unit, so as to detect a misalignment 
of the image formed by a plurality of laser beams, and wherein the misalignment 
detector further includes a synthesizing unit to refract the input light from a light source 
and to pass the light so as to illuminate the position detection pattern, and to collect and 
to reflect the light reflected from the position detection pattern, and a focusing unit that 
focuses the light reflected from the synthesizing unit on the image sensor. 

Claims 2, 5, 12 and 15 are allowed because they are directly dependent from 
claims 6 and 16 above.
